The Position. 

Upon the cholce of the position in 
which to plant the Roses may depend 
success in thelr culture, It is best 
to plant them in a somewhat shelter- 
ed position but also: open to full 
sunshine. The plants. must have 
abundant Nght but should be pro- 
tected somewhat from the prevalilog 
winds of winter, also of summer for 
that matter so that the blooms will 
not be destroyed before fully serv- 
ing thelr purpose.. More especfally 
it {gs necessary to protect the posit- 
jon from-north and east in our cold- 
er and more northern localities. . In 
all other respects the position shc¢id 
be fully open ‘to favor. oetmoapherie, 
coolness during summer. Masses of 
low growing shrubs or hedges may 
be-plantedar advantage be taken’of 
existing structures to afford protect- 
jon. Tbe position should ‘be such 
that water will not stand in-the soll; 
good ‘drainage is as essential to suc- 
cess aa any other factor. Roses will 
not endure in badly drained solls 
and fn such may die during the first 
wintgr. Tho pobition thus shouy 
not be in a depression but rather 4 
slight elevation from which the wa- 
ter will surely draia.

Pruning. 

The principles of rose pruning. 
though simple, are not generally 
well understood. The different kinds 
of roses require different treatment 
as far as pruning ig concerned. 
Prune those of sigorous growth 
lightly, those of weak growth xevero- 
ly, Climbing roses are very vigor- 
oug wnd do not requ 
pruning of the hybrid verpetuals, or 
the more severe treatment of tho 
hybrid teas. 

Severe pruning and thinning of 
the stems of Roses will encourage 
vigorous growth from the atems that 
remain. That ts the season we prune 
hybrid teas severtly. Thoy are ts. 
ually of weaker growth than the hy- 
brid perpetuals of the stronger grow: 
ing climbers. 

When pruning hybrid: teas select 
and retain. three or four of the 
strongest stems, preferably those 
whiehvare well distributed over the 
plant, Thin /out the remaining 
weaker growths. This will favor a 
more’ bushy: form than where care- 
fulvthinning {s not done. Cut tho 
stems, which remain, back two 
buds or so from the old wood, al- 
ways, when possible, leaving the bud 
which points in an utward direction 
When these bud form woody 
growth, it will grow away from the 
centre of the hush, wiiich consequent 
ly will be left quite open. Air, Nght 
nnd molsturo will thus have {reer 
circulation around the stems; the 
Intter will thus grow, vigorously and 
produce better :leaves and flowers;

ing of the City Council Monday evening was 
very illuminating, and the very complete report 
published In Tuesday's Ontario should be care- 
fully read-by every ratepayer of Belleville.

DOMINION WINS SUIT

These cookies require but two eggs 
Inthe making and will keep for 
weeks if you can find a good cnough 
place tu hide them away. 

I pound butter, I cup sugar, 2 crgs, 
rind of 1-2 lemon, 6 cups flour, 1 tea- 
spoon baking powder, 

Cream butter and add sugar, then 
yolks of eggs slightly beaten. Add 
grated rind of lemon mixed with 
flour and baking powder, and then 
the lemon juice. Chill dough for sev- 
eral hours and then roll out thin, 
sprinkle a ttle flour, about 14 cup 
in all, on pastry board to facilitate 
the handling, Cut in fancy shapes, 
brush tops with white of egg and 
aprinkle a tlttte sugar and chopped 
almonds on cach cookle. Bake in 
moderate oven.

AN organization such as the Sons of Method- 
tgt Ministers in the Uniled States is un- 
“necessary - ‘fo dispel the.cloud which used to 
= hang, unjustly, over clergymen’s sons, says 
* the Mail'and Empire. That has been done ef- 
‘ ctually by statistics. In order to obtain sat- 
isfactory evidence on the subject all persons 
sketched in ‘Who’s'Who in America” for 
4922-23 were asked to indicate the occupation 
of their fathers, a special place being reserved 
on ‘the questionnaire for children of clergy- 
men, for use in the next volume. The returns 
1owed that 2695 persons or 14.1 per cent. in 
that volume had'a clergyman for father and in 
addition a considerable number reported their 
ather as “farmer and preacher,” ‘‘teacher and 

preacher", elc., etc. 

At the 1870 census of the United States (the 
one nearest the birth of most of these notables) 
there were about 40,100 clergymen, including 
part'time clergymen. This was about 0.4 per 
cent. of all the men. In proportion to popu- 
lation clergymen fathered fully 28 times the 
average number of notables enumerated: in 

Who's Who'’.. About the year 1870 one 
fotestant clergyman in each 15 had a child 
who later won a place in {his hall’ of fame. 
ence Protestant clergymen about 1870 con- 
Mributed in proportion to their numbers about 
400 times’ as many eminent persons’ as did 
unskilled laborers, 35 times as many as did far- 
rs, four times as many as business men and 
over twice as many as the avérage of other pro- 
essional men.

Captain’ Fried in His Log 
Record of ‘Rescue, 
Cites Value 


— 


Washington, D, C. April 16.—Elec- 
trie hand flashiights of the new fo- 
cusing type, will take. thelr place 
along with the self-igniting red flares 
which American owned steamships 
have heretofore been required to 
carry as part of thelr regular life- 
boat equipment for the safety of pas- 
sengera and crew3, 

The steamboat Inspection service 
of the United States Department of 
Commerce, has just announced an 
amendment to its regulations which 
Permits the use of these new elec- 
tric flashlights, equipped with stand- 
ard dry cell batteries. 

The amendment was embodied In 
a resolution recently adopted by the 
Board of Supervising Inspectors and 
which has just been approved by the 
Department of Commerce, The 
amendment applies to all vessels en- 
gaged in ocean, Great Lakes and 
coaatwise service which come under 
the jurisdiction of the U.S. Steam- 
Doat inspection. That portion of 
the regulations dealing with the sub- 
Ject of ifeboat equipment, originally 
Tequired that each Mfeboat must be 
equipped with “a water-tight “metal 
case containing twelve self-igniting 
red lights capable of burning at 
least two minutes.” The amendment 
adds: “Provided that one standard 
three cell focusing flashlight, ond 
three extra standard batteries con- 
tained In a portable, water-tight me- 
tal case, may be substituted far six 
of the required twelve. self-igniting 
red lights.” 

The amendment is xaid here to be 
the reaui¢ of several months’ careful 
consideration by the Board of Super-

George Fried, of the United States 
Liner President Roosevelt, that a 
Maasbtight, in the hands of Arthur 
Evans, radio operator of the disabled 
British freighter Antinoo, provided 
the only means of malntaining signa} 
contact between the Antinoe, and the 
Roosevelt during four nights when 
the latter vessel was standing by 
awaiting the opportunity which later 
Feaulted In the rescue of the starving 
crew of the Antinoe, in the worst 
storm of the winter in the North At- 
lantic, The Antinoe's radlo was dis- 
abled shortly after the President 
Roosevelt reached her. During tho 
dark hours preceding the rescua of 
the crew, the only light which shone 
from the Antinoe came from the 
radio operator’s flashlight as he main 
tafned slgenal communication in the 
Morse code by blinking dots and 
dashes. 

Captain Fried, in his official log of 
the voyage during which tho Antinoe 
rescue occurred, cited the importance 


of electric hand flashlight equipment | - 


aboard all vessels, both for life-boaty 
and for members of the crews. 

The Board also had its attention 
directed to numerous other instances 
in’ which flashlights brought nid to 
imperiled seamen and passengers at 
sea, 

Recently there haa been developed 
anew type of electric hand‘ flash- 
light which can ‘throw ao spotlight 
beam a distance of -more than *600 
feet and whose ight Is visible at sea 
for a distance of more than a!x miles 
Tt can be focused zo that its path of 
Nght wil] be apread over a wie area 
close t hand or made a mere pencil 
of bright Sight that will pick up ob- 
fects hundreds of fect away. It Is 
powered with three standard flash- 
Nght. batteries. While the conven- 
tonal red flares heretofore required

States Government lost ita firat alr

beautify the surroundings. To in- 
dicate the importance of proper mea 
sures of pruning, It should be said 
that the successful {lowering of the 
shrubs wherever cultivated depends 
upon it. Unless-shrubs are pruned, 
many of them will grow so high as 
to become unsightly. They will 
crowd your smal! lawn areas and the 
stems will become so matted as ta 


iu profusion. 
Things to Learn. 

There are certain things of im- 
portance abuot which we must learn 
before we can intelligentiy prune 
eur shrubs. The chief of these ts 
that there are shrute of varied char- 
acteristics. We should know the 
nature of the shrubs before we may 
successfully carry out the work, We 
may for our purpose divide the 
shrubs into four classes. Even al- 
though we may grow only a few we 
may have a representative of cach 
in the classes. 

Class A:—In this clasx we will 
place the shrubs which flower upon 
the current year's growth, that is 
shrubs which flower upon the 
growths made in the same year as 
the flowers are produced. Hybrid 
rerpetual and Hybrid Tea Roses and 
Hydrangeas belong to this class. 
is the practice to prune these shrubs 
as soon as danger from heary frost 
is past. As usually the lower buds 
on the growths will produce strong 
Qower-bearing growth, it {3 well to 
prune severely unless for some rea- 
son large bushes are desired. The

Griffith Exacting in Demands 


Interviews 


NEW YORK. April 15 — David 
Wark Griffith has made many mo- 
tion picture stars, but ho admits that 
in all his experlenco he has never 
found an actor who fitted perfectly 
his conception of any role. ~ 

This, with the exacting quallfica- 
tions he demands of players, explains 
perhaps, why {it usually takes him 
longer than other directors to cast 
m= picture. 

For example, fu “The Sorrows of 
Satan,” which he {s now making with 
Carol Dempster, Ricardo Cortes and 
Adolphe Menjou in the leading 
roles, Griffith {nterviowed and gave 
fereen tests to twenty-five persons, 
raviewed a number of old pictures 
and searched the stage “before he 
found an actress to play Lady Sybil, 

The requirements: he considers: ea- 
sential areeno more nor lesa than 
would bo necessary: for success. in 
any other line of endeavor. » Thoy 
are imagination, concentration, will 
power, perservorance and physical 
endurance. : 

It would be a mistake, of course, 
to present a person of repulsive phy- 
sical appearance, unless a raro cbar- 
acterization called for such a type,’*| 
he said. “Baton the other hand, 
sheer physical beauty ‘s not neces; 
sarily essential in a playor. 

‘“Thero are numerous examples of 
the truth upon the screen today. Ono 
of the most popular actresses in pic- 
tures—an actress of ability —is pos- 
sesscd of a head much too large for 
her body. I recall in the earlier 
days of her career she almost lost 
her job because of objection to this 
imperfection. 

“Imasination — the ability to vis-

Queen of Dynasty ' Was Found/|* 


in Alabaster 
Sarcophagus 


CAINO, April 20 — ‘The Royal 
tomb uncarthed somo time ago by 
thu Harvard-Roston Expedition un- 
der the direction of Profcssor George 
A. Reisner, of Harvard Unlverslty, 
is that of Hetephores, mother of 
Cheophs and daughter of Hunf, an 
official communique Issued by tho 
expedition today -announces. The 
communique reads: 

“Since the last communiquo tho 
Harvard-Boston Expedition has con- 
tinued working steady on the mass 
of Inlays In the Intact Royal témb 
ul Gisha. A number of patters were 
raconstructed, consisting of pleces o! 
blue and black fafifence Inlaid In 
gold frames and in now and unex- 
pected designs.

“The name of the queen in the 
alabaster sarcophagus Is Hotepheres, 
probably the mother of Cucophs, ono 
of the queens of Sconefru and ‘the 
daughtor of Hunt. the immediate pre- 
decessor of Senefru. She was of 
the old Royal famlly, of the thira 
dynasty, and it was clearly on her 
hereditary right that the kings of 
the fourth dynasty 
claims to the throne. 

“The eldest daughter of Cheophs, 
also called Hetepkeres, wag no doubt 
named after her grandmother. This 
luter Hotepheres was married to a 
great noble name Ankhaef, and was 
buried with her husband in, Mas- 
taba, about 100 yards east of the 
tomb of her grandmother, Queen He- 
tepheres.”

is made by Dr. Vacher ‘Burch, a 
noted authority on the study of the 
Christian origins, in an article in the 
Diocese of Liverpool Review. 


The most! important works. of 
Josephus, who was born In 37 A.D., 
were “Jewish Antiquitics” and ‘‘His- 
tory of the Jewish War.” The lat- 
ter work was originally composed In 
Aramaic. 

At a later date a Greok version 
was issued by the author, which 1% 
fn the form in which it fy familiar 
to modern scholars. It is thought 

that the Greek version may have 
been altered in various ways from 
'the original Aramaic. 

The great interest attaching to 
the Slavonic version fs that it ex- 
hidits the text substantially differ- 
ent in many respects from the orlg- 
inat Greek text. 

“This version,” says Dr. Burch, 
“Is one of which aro preserved long 
statements concerning Jesus Christ. 
Convention and conservatism. have 
influenced the few references which 
ox yet havo been made—the witness 
of Christ has been condemned and 
the fuller text of His writing reject- 
ed.” 

An entirely fresh account ¢f 
Jesus {x apparently given In the Sla- 
vonic text of “The Jewish War.” Ds 
Burch thus summarized It: 

“Josephus tells us that he knows 
all about the trial of Jesus before 
Pilate; that “in the time of the Em- 
peror Claudius and Procurtators Cus- 
pius Fadus and Tiberius Alexander 
many were the ‘slaves’ of tho won 
der worker Jesus; that these preach- 
ed that their ‘Rabbi? who had dicd:

The Women's Freedom Leaguo 
in London belive they shoula.

Don't Overfill the Churn. 


Butter of good quality can bo 
made by separating fresh whey at 
the cheese factory and churning the 
whey cream, with or without ripening 
the cream. 

Skim-milk powder mixed at the 
rate of one pound of powder to nine 
pounds of pure water makes a good 
culture or starter for ripening. cream 
where it is considered advisable to 
ripen eream for churning. 

Overloaded cHurns cause a heavy 
loss of fat in the buttermilk. Churns

Glaims Abnormal Mildew is Cause 
of Cancerous Growth as. in. Plants 


PARIS, April 27 — That cancer 
is caused by an abnormal form of 
mildew is the claim set up in a pap- 
er written by Prof. J. Tissot of th 
Paris Natural History Museum, and 
read before tho &cademy of Science 
last nigbt by Prof. J. A. d'Arzonval. 

Mildew, Dr. Tissot declares, is the 
original cell from which: all 1lfe on 

foped, and all animal and 
vegetable organisms aro nothing but 
highly developed organized mildew. 

Proceeding along lines based on 
this, Dr, Tissot says, he succeeded 
Initaking. healthy human ‘tissue, 
changing its form and transforming 
{t so that cultures developed cancer- 
ous elements, and these elements 
could be reproduced ax easily as cul- 
tures of microbes. 

Basic Mildews Tried 

The cultures so obtained also con- 
talned bacterial elements, which, to- 
gether with the other elements, form 
what Dr. Tissot describes as tie 
“cancér virus," and as akin to the 
virus of tuberculosis, He claims 
that he found he could easily trans-

This led him to study numerous 
diseases, the cause of which is un- 
known to science, and he claims that 
he has been able to ancertain the 
cause by Isolation, Thus he found 
that the, virus of measles ta. iden- 
tical with the orgnnic mildew of let- 
tuge;; that-ofaextictira and -rabice, 
with the mildew of the carrot; tho 
virus of eruptive typhus With that 
of oats; the virus of vaccine and 
smallpox that of the potato; chick- 
en-pox,.of the tomato. foot: and 
mouth disease in cattle, also of the 
potato, ‘Iike smalipox.

With the positive knowledge that 
beekeopers can effectively treat all 
super combs, which have been used
